Swine Raising of Juniors 


Plan Adopted in Saskatchewan 
Stimulate Interest 


to 


Announcement has been made that 
the swine competition for juniors to 
be held at the winter fairs this year 
at Regina and Saskatoon is to be 
open to boys and girls of Saskat- 
chewan and Manitoba, ranging in age 
from-those born January 1, 1902, to 
those born November 1, 1907. This 
is the first time that anything © like 
this has been held in the west on al 
large scale, The prizes amounting 
to $400 are to be divided equally be- 
tween Regina and Saskatoon, and are 
given by the Swine Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation of Saskatchewan. These fairs 
are being held under the auspices of 
the Saskatchewan Live Sfock Board, 
the one in Kegina being from No- 
vember 27 to November 30, and that 
at Saskatoon December 4 to Decem- 
ber 7 inclusive. ‘The pigs will be judg- 
ed by the usual market standards. 
None will be eligible for entry which 
is more than eight months old. Each 
contestant will be limited to one en- 
try. The association pays transport 
charges from points in Saskatchewan 
and in case the exhibitor cannot ac- 
company his animal the association 
will look after its feeding, and if re- 
cuested sell it at-the close of the 
fair to the best possible advantage. 
The same animal cannot be shown 
both at Regina and Saskatoon, but 
an exhibitor may show different ani- 
mals at both places.

A subject of vital 
importance that will occupy the at- 
tention of the convention is Inter- 
provincial Co-operation, which will 
have a speaker from each of the 
three provinces, British Columbia, 
Alberta and Saskatchewan, For 
some time there has been felt that a 
great measure of co-operation be- 
tween the producers of the western 
provinces should be attained and as 
the Irrigation Association is the only 
existing association covering the 
three provinces, ‘it seems to be the 
logical vehicle to use in putting the 
movément before the farmers and 
fruit raisers.

Writing from Mesopotamia to a 
friend in Winnipeg, in May, 1916, the 
late Sir Victor Horsley says: “Our 
gross failures and stupidity are, in 
my opinion, due to‘the whisky af:

An open letter to the members 
of the Alberta Legislature. 


Ser et ay ° 

At the present time there are 
3500 men and women engaged 
in the teaching profession in 
this province. This number is 
increasing annually, but un- 
‘fortunately, owing to the men- 
ger salaries and the opportun- 
ities offered by business and 
other professions, the number 
of male teachers is rapidly de- 
creasing. | Nearly five hundred 
teachers have enlisted, and 
several have made the supreme 
sacrifice. Thus in the future, 
there will be all too few male 
teachers and the average length 
of service is less than three 
years and in many rural dis- 
tricts less than two years. 

The question at once arises, 
what can Ke done to make the 
profession more permanent? 

There are two solutious, 
namely, larger salaries and 
superannuation allowances. 

During the past three yeurs 
in the larger centres, salaries 
have been stationary or de- 
creasing, while the high cost of 
living has enormously increas- 
ed. Similar conditions have 
prevailed in Great Britain and 
the other Canadian provinces. 

Despite war conditions, the 


government of England is con-| — 


sidering a very large increase 
in educational expenditure for 
the coming year. Fifteen mil- 
lions of dollars will provide for 
increase of salaries, while eight- 
een millions, seven hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars is asked 
in order to put secondary ed- 
ucation within the reach of 
every child. The Province of | 
Ontario has also been grappling 
for several years with the prob- 
lem of decreasing the constant 
changes in the teaching profes- 
sion. It was finally decided 
that the establishment of a pen- 
sion fund would influence teach- 
ers to remain in the profession, 
so at the last session of the 
provincial parliament, a super- 
annuation scheme was adopted. 

The fund will be supported 
by equal contributions from the 
government and teachers. 

If something is not done in 
Alberta, these conditions may 
become worse, and will certain 
ly affect the efficiency of our 
educational At the 
convention of. our Provincial 
Association, in 1916, a commit- 
tee was appointed to consider 
pension schemes for teachers, 
and to report their findings at 
the next convention. An ex- 
tensive general report was sub- 
mitted and unanimously adopt- 
ed. The committee was reap- 
pointed for the purpose of con- 
sidering a scheme suitable to 
the province, which would offer 
sufficient inducements to the 
teachers to remain in the pro- 
fession. 

After one year’s careful con- 
sideration, during which several 
conferences were held, the com- 
mittee drew up a scheme of 
Insurance combined with An- 
uuities, which we believe will 
in many respects answer, the 
purpose, This report herewith 
enclosed and now in the hands 
of every teacher, was submit- 
ted to the Educational Associa- 
tion at thew convention last 
Easter, and was adopted to- 
gether with the principles of 
the scheme. The committee, as 
a representative of the 3500 
teachers, was unanimously re- 
quested by the convention to 
lay the whole matter before the 
Government of the Province.

Which the German Officers 
Reasonable Pretext w 


Germany's efforts to “Kultirize* 
the occupied districts of France and 
Belgium by the introduction of Ger- 
man “system and organization” 
roached such a degree that the civil 


_Every new town retaken by the 
F rench arinies reveals fresh facts re- 
garding the almost incredible system 
employed by the Germans to “Ger- 
manize” the local inhabitants. 

_ Officers had the right to stop any 
civilian on the street and dem 
that he show his watch. If the h 
varied even to the slightest degree 
from the “German official time” as 
cartied by the officer, the unfortu- 
nate civilian was heavily fined. 

Officers could also enter private 
houses to look at clocks. If the latter 
did not have enough “German system 
and organization” in their mechan- 
ism to register the hour as fixed by 
the “Kommandateur” the unfortunate 
house owner was subjected to a fine 
so severe that it amounted to con- 
fiscation of property. 

While the system of fines origin- 
ally was ostensibly for the purpose of 
bringing the civil population up to 
the German standard of “discipline,” 
system and organization, this pretext 
has now been completely abandoned, 

Forced as the Germans now are to 
tealize that they cannot hold in- 
definitely the occupied districts of. 
France and Belgium, the fine system 
is now- being used for the open pur- 
pose of extorting the last penny 
while they still have it in their pow- 
er to. enforce the extortion. 

At Brussels alone the fines now 
being imposed are declared to amount 
to millions of francs every month, 

Some idea of the nature and 
amount of these fines can be secured 
from the following cases in towns re- 
cently retaken by the French. 

At Guivry, two horses were in 
some mysterious manner injured in 
a stable. For this four inhabitants 
who gine notes about the affair 
were found guilty, and forced to pa 
2,000. marks. ant 

At Ugny-le-Gay a house was burn- 
ed down by the Germans themselves. 
Nevertheless, they that the 
owner had set fire to the structure. 
The village as a whole was held re- 
sponsible and forced to pay 10,000 
marks. 

At the same village a. civilian’ was 
heavily fined for driving a horse 
which the Germans declared was not 
sufficiently currycombed. As a search 
of the man’s premises failed to re- 
veal sufficient money to pay the fine, 
he was given fifteen days in prison. 

Failure in wr instance to pro- 
duce the amount of cash fined by the 
Germans is invariably followed eith- 
er by deportation or long prison sen- 
tences. 

At Channy three prominent citizens 
were imprisoned, An offer was then 
made to release them upon the gur- 
render of a certain amount in muni- 
cipal bonds. These the three men__ 
finally secured, whereupon the Ger- 
mans decided they wanted the 
amount demanded in cash instead of 
bonds, refused to accept the latter, 
and confined the three men in a 
humid room without fire, light or 
bedding and a diet of a pint of cof- 
fee in the morning and a piece of 
bread in the eevening. 

The men were kept in this condi- 
tion until friends succeeded in rais- 
ing in the neighboring villages the 
sum demanded. P 

Up to date five cemeteries have 
been found—at Bray Saint Christo- 
phe, Champion, Amy, Beuraignes and 
Crapeaumesnil where all of the more 
promising looking tombs had been 
dynamited and the coffins stripped 
not only of the metal lining but of 
any objects of silver that adorned 
them. Not in a single instance were 
the bodies ever placed back in the 
tombs and it can only be supposed 
that the remains were scattered to the 
four winds.
